The conversation touched mainly en 
the question of the women's move- 
ment everywhere, The pope declared 
that he is in fawbr of the movement, 
if it did not transgress beyond certain 
bonds. Women, he remarked, are 
‘neant to work as well as men, That 
they are eager for study has also his 
approval, The medical profession he 
considers particularly fitted for wo 
men; it has always been their pre- 
rogative to tend, the sick and to al- 
leviate pain. The pope considers also

To Clip Wings of House of Lords 
Introduced In Commons.-= 
Premier's Speech 


—y 


London, June 24.—Premier Camp- 
bell-Bannerman to-day moved his res- 
olution curtailing the power of the 
House of Lords before the fullest 
housa of the session. The galleries 
also were crowded, those present in 
that part of the house including many 
persons who were anxious to observe 
the beginning of the attempt to reduce 
the power ot the House of Lords to 
control legislation, 

_ The resolution is as follows: ‘That 
in order to give eect to the will cf 
the people, as expressed by their 
elected répresentatives, it is necessary 
that the power of the other house to 
alter or reject bills paseed by this 
house should be so restricted by law 
as to se@ure that within the limits 
of a single parliament the final de- 
cision the House of Commons 
shall prevail,” 

epresentative Legisiatian, 

Replying to a question the premier 
said it Was not proposed. that the 
resolution dealing with the House cf 
Lords should be moved in the upper 
house after its discussion «in the 
House of Commons had been come 
pleted. He emphasized the fact that 
the resolution embodies the principle 
of predominance of the House of Com- 

“mons and said that in adopting thia 
course they were following certain 
historic’ precedents. The resolution 
itseli, even if carried, would not have 
the effect of law or procure the de- 
sired results, A bill would be neces- 
sary and the government would ex- 
ereisea its discretion as to when it 
should be intvoduced. His Majesty's 
ministers) now only. desired to test the 
opinion of the house and. make sure 
they had the House of Commons be- 
hind them, They held the view that 
the House of Commons alone was 
authorized to express the country’s 
sentiments. He declared that the only 
course Open was to recognize un- 
grudgingly the constitutional author- 
ity which resided in the House of 
Commons, 

The Theory of It. 

Amid loud ministerial cheers the 
premier protested that if this author- 
ity should be usurped by a non-elected 
house, it followed. that the represen- 
tative institution must take a_ see- 
ondary place. The government pro- 
posed that provision should be made 
for a conference between the House 
of Commans and the House oi Lords 
where differences arose over a_ bill 
and no agreement was reached, the 
bill should Se re-introduced and sent 
to the House of Lords with a declar- 


ation that should the second confer- |

IN AN EFFORT TO 


RAISE $100,000 


For Baptist Church In Russia, 
Nobleman Is Here For 
That Purpose 


¢ 

Baron Woldeman Uxikull, a Russian 
nobleman, one of the most prominent 
Baptists in the ezar’s domain, who is 
attending the Baptist convention here 
and who preached in the Kdmonton 
Baptist church Sunday morning, and 
in the Strathcona Baptist church Sun- 
an interesting 
eareer. He told a Bulletin represen- 
tutive the object of his visit to Am- 
erica, in an interview today. 

“In Russia,” he said, ‘there are 
about 100,000 Baptists and we live up 
to the teaching of the Bible very close- 
ly. There is no one head of the Bap- 
tist church in Russia, but there are 
five men who form: a committee who 
look after all affairs and see to the 
calling of conventions, ete, These five 
are the leading men in the church 
and the committee is composed of a 
president, treasurer and three other 
meinbers. I am the treasurer, and, as 
1 ain the only one that speaks the 
English language, I was selecied to 


come to America to interest the Bap- 


tists here in the work going on in our 
country. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that we 
have 100,000 members we have not a 
single college or seminary, and we 
need to have one in the worst way, 
and this is the reason I am in this 
country now. I am trying to raise 
$100,000. to build a seminary so that 
we can educate our young men and 
not have to. send them to Englund and 


Germany os we do now. The most] 


of them. came to: England but there 
even they have to study under diffi- 
culties, as they have to learn another 
language. which makes it difficult. . 

“T was invited to the United States 
by the general conference of the Bap- 
tist Church and 1} spoke in all the 
leading churches in New York, Pres 
byterian and Methodist also, and in 
Boston, Cambridge, Providence, 
Washington, Jamestown, Richmond, 
Little Rock, Ark., and in nearly every 
city in ‘Texas, Denver, Cleveland, 
Buffalo, Rochester, Batavia, Scranton 
and Schenectady and have been in 
vited to Minneapolis. I passed 
through the latter city on my way 
here and was only able to stop one 
day. They.however, asked me to 
stop over for some length on my re- 
‘turn and this I may do, 

“t have alse visited Toronto and 
Brantford in Canada and was invit- 
ed to Canada by some of the Cana- 
dian ministers, who were present at 
Baptist conierence at Jamestown 
at the exposition. 

“I have during the five months I 
have been in America collected $17,- 
500. One lady in New York, Miss 
Huntley, contributed $10,000 with the 
stipulation that one hall be named 
Huntley Hall. The Baptists of Texas 
also contributed $6,000, stipulating 
that one of the halls be called Tex- 
as Hall. Then besides that I have 
also collected $2,500 from the other

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BREAKING UP 
GROWERS’ REVOLT 


Believed in Paris it is Nearly 
Over. Leader? interviews 
Premier Clemenceau 


Paris, June 23.—The most interest: 
ing event to-day in the wine growers 
révolt was the visit of Marolin Albert, 
the leader of the disturbing element 
in the south of France, to Premier 
Clemenceau, This morning th man 
for whom the police and troops have 
been vainly scouring the country for 
a fortnight, appeared suddenly at the 
Office of the minister of the interior. 
He wore the simple garb of a south- 
ern peasant, 

The cotton shirt, the silk handker- 
chief around his neck, and the carpet 
bag in his hand, aroused the suspi- 
cion of the corps of detectives now 
constantly guarding the premier. But 
when he had established his identity 
Albert was admitted to the presence 
of Clemenceau, with whom he had 4 
fifteen minutes’ talk, 

A sem/-official account of the inter- 
view says that the premier used ex - 
tremely strong language, virtually 
blaming his visitor for all that had 
happened in the south—the refusal 
to pay taxes, the strike, the resigna- 
tion of officials of the municipalities, 
and the bloodshed that has occurred 
everything in fact. M. Albert is 
tepresented as having been overcome 
with contrition, bursting into tears 
and asking the premier how he could 
make atcnement, to which M. Clem- 
enceau replied: ‘Give yourself up to 
the law and use your influence with 
your countrymen to return to law- 
ful ways.” , 

Would Say Nothing. 

Subsequently M. Albert declined to 
reveal anything that had occurred 
during his conference with the pre- 
mier, declaring that he had given his 
word to M. Clemenceau not to do so. 
He said, however, he was leaving im- 
mediately for the south, where he in- 
tended to “do his duty.” This leads 
to a presumption that an understand- 
ing between himself and the premier 
was reached. It is believed that M. 
Albert headed the cause of M. Fer- 
rouls, the ex-mayor of Narbonne, and 
his comrades on the Argilliers com- 
mittee, who are under arrest, but up 
on this point M. Clemenceau remain- 
ed obdurate. He again authorized tne 
statement that the government could 
not interefer with the courts. 

The release and immunity from 
prosecution of those now locked up 
seems to be the principal demand of the 
wine growers upon the government. 
The .power which M. Aibert com- 
mands is evidenced by the fact that 
M. Ferroulds’ friends were obliged to 
f° to them to obtain an order of re- 
ease before the sub-prefect was sur 
rendered by the mob who héld hin 
as a hostage, 

Later the news of the capture of the 
sub-prefect Leuller shows that the 
soldiers who tried to ede him were 
forced to retreat before the fury of 


the mob. M. Leuller’s clothes were 
literally torn from him, He was 
badly treated. The feeling that to- 


day being Sunday would witness a 
renewal of the rioting in the affected 
districts was fortunately not realized, 
although the prefecture at Niems was 
stoned. The various de/ense commit- 
tees issued proclamations today ad 
juring the people to keep the peace. 

The new Argelliers committee which 
has assumed the direction of the 
movement, since the arrest of its pre 
decessor asks for prolongation of the 
present question of the acceptability 
of the government’s wine growers’ 
bill, and that after it passes the sen- 
ate is to be submitted to a re.eren- 
dum, 

Breaking up Revolt. 

Nevertheless the government be- 
lieves that the backbone of the revolt 
is breaking. There is a heavy con- 
centration of troops at Narbonne, 
Montpellier and other centres of dis- 
turbance. General Cailley, who is in 
command at Narbonne, thinks that 
the chief danger now is from protes- 
sional agitators and anarchists. He 
has information that a large number 
of anarchists have crossed the frontier 
from Spain, but declares that he now 
has a sufficient force to patrol every 


foot of railroad in his territory, The 
peasants view every stranger with 
suspicion. The newspaper correspon- 


dents narrowly escaped lynching in 
the mistaken belief that they were 
spies. Several deputies {rom the south 
who hurried home on Friday to aid 
in calming their constituents receiv- 
ed such a hostile reception that th ; 
wore forced to return to Paris. 
Albert left for the south at 9 o’clock, 
and his departure was without inci 
dent, Just before he left it was offi- 
cially stated that he had promised M. 
Clemenceau to do his utmost to n- 
duce his countrymen to return [to 
work, and to cease their disturbances. 
Funeral of a Victim. 

Narbonne, June 23.—The funeral +1 
the sixth victim of the rioting cn 
Thursday last was held to-day, There 
was no disorder, Large onde follow- 
ed the body to the cemetery. | 

Despatches describing M. Alberts 
interview with Premier Clemence wu 
were read to the crowds right south 
and were received with thunderous 
cheers, The affair appears to have 
made a most marked impression, 
Fresh troops continue to arrive, and 
are being distributed over the country. 
It is estimated that there are now 
more than 70,000 troops in the district 
of the revolt,

Of World.--Three Billion Has 
Been Produced.--Banks 


Have Only Half 


The internaticnal competition for 
gold has become so keen that the 
metal has been foreed up to a new 
high record price for the year, a fact 
that is occasioning serious discus- 
sion among leading bankers hére in 
view to the constantly swelling an- 
nual addition of the world’s supply. 
What has brought about a quotation 
ot 77s 10 38d per ounce, compared 
with 77s 9d at this time in 1906 and 
1905, in face of an output in the two 
years of almost $800,000,000? Gold is 
not an article of consumption in the 
sense that it is continually being con- 
sumed, like copper or ccal; every 
ounce won from the earth is an ad- 
dition to the world’s stock. Due al- 
lowance must, of course. be made for 
ordinary loss through constant use of 
gold coin, for abrasion, but this can 
bo held accountable for the destruc 
tion of only an infinitesimal part of 
the annual production, Other causes 
must be sought. ; 

Banks are largely responsible for 
the absorption of the precious metal. 
With banks must be classed the Unit- 
ed States Treasury and the Russiau 
| Treasury, tor these institutions hold 
more actual gold than any other 
storehouses in the world, not except- 
ing the Gibraltar-like Bank of France.

| What has become of the half that 
| has not found its way into the banks 
| or government treasuries? The direc 
tor of the United States Mint esti- 
mated the consumption of gold in the 
arts during 1904 at $80,000,000, but this 
leaves a large amount’ unaccounted 
for. The drain upon gold for coinage 
purposes is heavy, but a great part of 
|the coined money is included in the 
gold held by the banks.

ENGLISH ARRIVALS 
MORE NUMEROUS 


This Year Than Ever Before.«- 
Rush Is To Pembina and 
Paddle River Districts ~ 


There is no let up to the stream ot 
new comers to the Edmonton immi- 
gration halls, and Superintendent 
Sutter and his assistants are kept 
busy these days providing guides for 
those who wish to look over the 
country to the north and west of Ed- 
monton, To date the influx has been 
nearly doubler that of 1906, and now 
six land guides are kept busy where 
only three were required a year ago. 

A glance at the names and addres- 
ses of those who registet at the hall 
on Grierson street is assuring. [n 
one day last week no less than ten 
Americans were booked for a_ trip 
north, and they came from no less 
than six different states, Minnesota 
contributing three, Idaho two, and 
one each from Washington, Dakota, 
California, Pennsylvania, and Okla- 
homa. 

Superintendent Sutter states that 
the 1907 arrivals are largely English 
and Americans, and decidedly more 
of the former are coming than in 
previous years. In addition to being 
more numerous the subjects of King 
Edward who have come in during 
1907 appear to be of the better class 
some means and appear to be of a 
type that will not take long to adapt 
themselves to the best methods «of 
farming in the west. A few bring 
wife and family along with them, but 
the majority have crossed the pond 
alone and intend getting their {arms 
in a condition to make liie fairlv 
comfortable before they have their 
better halves and children set out 
for their western home. 

The old country people almost with- 
out exception prefer the wooded and 
well watered lands, In the Pembina 
distriet to the northwest, and Paddle 
River, Wanbumen, Lobstjck, and 
White Whale Lake sections, where 
they can sucesstully go into mixed 
farming, to which they have been so 
long accustomed. 

The American arrivals are also 
more numerous than last year. They 
are principally from the northern and 
western states, and do not take kindly 
to the country surrounding Edmonton, 
although this year, perhaps to a 
greater extent than formerly, they 
are staying in the Paddle River 
country. The average American, 
though, can see no virtue in any- 
thing but the prairie, which can be 
much more quickly broken and every 
joot of it put under crop if desired. 
Most of them take a trip north, but 
the majority return and take to the 
Vermilion section, and a few there 
are who cannot find property to their 
liking in either of these parts of the 
province.
